members. of the Press'it was ever a pleasure to 
find him on the ground, at those functions, for 
he was untiring in hia couiteous endeavours to 
afford them every facility for obtaining all the 
information required by (hem.

THE STORY oF A CURIO DEAL. 


On the 7th ultimo, First-class Paymaster 
Mayeda Toyobachi, attached to the 11th Army 
Division at Zentsuji, Sanuki, was arrested at 
Suma on a charge of embezzlement of public 
funds, and was some days later escorted-to 

: Zentsuti, where he will be tried by a military 
‘our. . . 
: Flom details obtained by the Onnka fiji it 
appears that this officer was sent to Peking in 
1903, In August and September last he ad- 
vanced the sum of Y2,500 from the funds in 
his charge to an intimate acquaintance, a dealer 
in curios, and the loan was promptly repaid. 
Encouraged by the success of this negotiation, 
the paymaster in February or March advanced 
Y10,009 to the curio-dealer, who was to make 
extensive purchases, ship them (o Japan, and 
divide the profits with the officer. This scheine, 
however, proved a complete failure. The 
« dealer returned to Japan with -his purchases, 
but the Customs duty and freightage involved 
him in difficulties. He sold his stock of curios 
by auction for ¥2,600 and went to ‘Nagoya, 
but his further movements have not yet been

ing waiting to hear from the curio-dealer, and 
was compelled to falsify his accounts to

PRISONER TO. Nf EXTRADITED,,

After several days of careful examination 
into the charges preferred ngainst him ‘by ‘the 
Canton government, the case against. Chau 
Siu. Mun, who is wanted by the Chinese 
authorities, was concluded at the police court, 
at noon, to-day. It was alleged prisoner mur- 
dered'six persons in, the Pi Ch ing village, in 
the Namboi district, in the province of Kwang- 
tung, in February Inst, The circumstances 
' of the alleged murders, as related by witnesses, 
were to the effect that prisoner was a partner 
in a slaughter house in the Pi Chung 
village, On the 24th February, 1906, at seven 
o'clock inthe morning, he had a quarrel with 
a foki, employed in Lhe slaughter house, which 
ended in prisoner drawing a revolver and mor- 
tally wounding the /ok/. Inconsequence of that 
operations at the slaughter house were stopped 
and a few hours later it was announced that 
prisoner had so further interest in the business, 
“Some time later he turned up at the slaughter 
house and asked for the loanofapun, His 
request was at first refused, but when he, gave 
as aa excuse that he wanted the gun in order 
to smuggle in some salt the weapon was handed 
ovér, with eight cartridges. Prisoner loaded 
the gun and as soon as he gained the open he 
discharged two cartridges in the air, and athird 
ata man standing near by, which went wide of 
the, mark, The watchman of: the abattoir, 
rushed up to. prisoner; seized him, und a 


struggle ensued. The prisoner’ was the 
stronger. man and the watchman ‘was 
knocked down. The crowd which had 


gathered-was so dumbfounded that they could: 
conothing. Gaining his legs again prisoner 
levelled his rifle at thé prostrate form of the 
‘watchman and shot him dead. The watch- 
man's brother, who by this time had heard of 
the disturbances, arrived on the scene and see- 
ing the dead body of his brother on the road, 
he grappled with the murderer. Again there 
was astraggle for Ife and death and in the 
scuffle the murderer: was relieved of ‘his 
rifle by the crowd. ' Both mea rolled on the 
street, cach, trying to get the upper-hand, This 
prisoner was successful in doing «and seizing 
his victim by the throat, he switched a dagger 
out of his pocket, and ran it through the man's, 
heart: All that time, and even when. the first 
murder—that of the fosi-was committed, 
_prisoner made no attempt to escape, but as 
soon as he had killed the third maa—whether 
he had regained his senses or not, could not be 
suid—he took to his heels, dropping tho dagger 
on the street... He ran down to the waterfront, 
jumped on board a sampan and ordered the 
boatwoman lo sail away. The crowd that’ as- 
sembled on the waterfront tdld the boatwoman 


soldiers, to arrest the murderer. Seeing the 
woman. was .not going’ in obey his order, 
prisoner pulled out his revolver and shot her 
dead. The woman fell backwards on top of 
her two-year-old child and it was killed aléo. 
‘The other boatwoman, who was greatly scared, 
jumped into the sea to swim away, but the 
prisoner, who was secking for more blood, 
_ended her lifs in the water, by a bullet from his 
revolver, Fie then jumped into the water, 
swany ‘away, and was seen rinning up the 
hillside, He was not seen again, The officials 
searched high and low for the murderer but he 
‘could ‘not be found. They, however, learnt 
that he was in Hangkong and negotiations 
with the police authorities here resulted in the 
arrest of lhe murderer,” : 

Mr. FL A. Hazeland committed him to the 
Victoria Gaol for a fortnight pending the 
Gavernor's order for his extradition. f

LAB MENTSIN TRAGEDY, 


MURDER OF THE, RUSSIAN CONSUL. 


We take the following report of the murder 
of Consul Laptew, reported in these columus 
by telegram, fromthe P. & T. Times of 1st, 
tobi 7 " 

Yesterday morning, Ticntsid’ was shocked 
and grieved to learn that, Mr. N. Laptew, the 
popu jar arid much respected Consul for Russia, 

ad been shot, Many at once jumped to the 
natural conclusion that the act was that of a 


The Consular Officiants when seen with ,re- 
gard to the matter were ‘naturally -much excit- 
ed and confused, but we gathered from Prince 
: {erstchersky, the vice-Consul, the following 

acts. : ee 
The assailant was one Levinsky, a man, who 
has been much about Tientsin, and whose 
striking appearance is certain to have made 
him noticed, if his identity. haa been obscure. 
Be has Intterly been concerned with the con- 
tracts for road making and earth works which 
have been carried out in the Russian Conces- 
sion, and to him, or him and others. concerned 
with him, was alleged to be due a sum of $300 
or thereabouts. : : 

- Yesterday he went to the Russian Consulate 
and asked to see Prince Mersichersky to whom 
he was admitted. Afier some conversation he 
asked to see Consut Lapiew in the presence of 
Prince, Merstchersky, aad this was granted. 
Levinsky in the:course of conversation grew 
rexcited, and high words toak place between 
him and the Consul, What happened then 
the Prince does not appear to be exactly clear 
about, but from what we can gather Levinsky 
produced a revolver. He afterwards alleged 
that it was for the purpose of committing sui- 
cide in front of them. ; 

Consul ‘Laptew,; as we understand, moved 
towards the man to grapple with him, and 
Prince Mersichersky came up behind, Le- 
vinsky fired four shots, one of which entered. 
the abdomen of Consul Laptew. and one slight- 
ly grazed the thumb of the vice-Consyl. Prince 
Mersichérsky at once secured the assailant, 
and some soldiers were summoned to take 
charge of him. : . 

The vice-Consul then gave his attention to 
Consul, Laptew who was seriously wounded, 
|. and messengers were dispatched for Dr. Schreyer 
who at once attended. When questioned as 
to the seriousness, of the wound, Dr. Schreyer 
shook his head, from which it is only too easy 
jo infer that the condition of the patient is 
alarming. ieee : 

When our representative reached the Con- 
sulate the soldiers were freeing the assailant 
from the ropes with which he had been tied, 
though he was of course in custody, 

The.man ‘is alleged to be insane and there 
is no suggestion that there is, any political 
significance to be attached to the event. 11 is 
believed that Levinsky was connected with 
another man ia the contracts, and threats are 
reposted to have been made over payment.

Drs. Schreyer and Irwin and a German 
military doctor operated yesterday and found 
that the buliet had grazed the left lung, grazed 
the spleen. and went through the diaphragm, 
‘The bullet ts now entbedded in the muscles 
and flesh, The patient is very. weak, but the 
doctors say there is.hope of his recovery.

FUNERAL OF CONSUL LAPTEW. 

‘The funeral of Consul Laptew took place 
yeslerday afternoon at the Military Cemetery in 
the Russian Concession. Jt was first decided 


at the instance of Minister Pokotiloff, the 
artangements were varied, Jt wasn funeral 
that, was unique in that it brought together 
the most extraordinary cosmopolitan, gathering 
ever seen in Tientsin, The popularity of the 
dead consul was amply manifested by the 
attendance at his funeral.’ The funeral service 
began at the Consulate on Thursday night, and 
was continued at 9 p.m. on Friday morning, in 
the afternoon and at the graveside. The full 
rilual of ‘the ‘Orthodox Church was gonc 
through and at the evening and - morning 
services, though most of those present were 
intimate friends and nationals, there were 
other sympathisers there in addition. 
Yesterday afternoon at the hour fixed for the 
funeral (3 p.m.) the service was still in progress 
in an upper room of the Consulate, and ‘the 
building was filled with sympathetic friends and 
nationals, Outside the infantry band from 
Peking was drawn up, beside a Russian guard 
of.honour, and.the Chinese po'ice also formed 
a guard, The service took longer than it was 


when the chanting drawing nearer, made it 
known that the coffin was being borne down- 
stairs. , 

The waiting assembly of sympathetic friends 


-| uncovered reverently as the bearers with the: 


coffin e.nerged ffom the door, and the band 
commenced playing a solemn hymn. 
‘the coffin ‘was bome-. by, among 


Mr. Levitsky, Postmaster, and officers of the 
Legation Guard. It was preceded by an officer 
carrying an Ikon, followed by another officer 
bearing on a red velvet cushion the. deceased’ 
Consu!'s medals and decorations, and the coffin 
was immediately followed by Mr. Alexander 
Luptew the brother of the deceased, who was 
the chief and only mourser, Behind him fel-’ 
lowed the remainder of those in atendance. A 
grave had been dog on the south side of the 
Russian Military Cemetery, and here the fure- 
ral service was concluded, chants alsa having: 
been sung all the way to the burying place, 

As many as fifty beautiful wreaths were sent

atthe graveside, it is impossible to attempt 
a list. But we do, fiot -exaggerate when 
we say that-most members of every class 
and nationality of . Tientsins inhabitants 
[were present. Out of respect for Con- 
sul Laptew, the Banks and all the foreign 
stores closed during the period of the obse- 
quies, and every one was present at the-funeral. 
From Peking there were in addition to the 
Russian Minister, and ths majority of the staff 
of the Russian’ Legation, ‘Senor de Carcer, 
Senor d’Almeida, Spanish and Portuguese 
Ministers, and Messrs. Barbier and Wilfahn, of 
the Russo-Chinese Bank.

HUMAN FLESH EATEN WY A CONSUMPTIVE, 

‘A shocking revelation of the superstitious 
practices in vogue among a_-section of the 
Japanese people is reporied_in the vernacular 
papers and translated by, the Japan Herald, 
A woman. named Kurilara Fuji, aged twenty- 
nine, who was suffering fram consumption, was 
staying at Fujisawa and was receiving medical 
treatment at the Fujisawa hospital. Finding 
no relief, she tried one medicine after another, 
without apparent improvement, A woman 
named Mochidzuta Aki, who was living in the 
neighbourhood, persuaded her to try snakes 
and vipers, which are believed to be specially 
cflective in the cure of consumption, and 
brought hersome, which the patient tried without 
much hesitation: -Towards the early part of 
last month the woman brought her a piece o} 
‘human flesh, covered with blood, and represent- 
ing it to be the brain of a man just run over 
and Killed by a train near Ofuna, persuaded her 
to take,’ ‘The patient, being previously -in- 
formed that the human brain had a wonderful 
curative power, was easily persuaded, and is 
said to have swallowed it without a murmur! 
it was subsequently ascertained, however, that 
it was a piece of the flesh of the child of 
Mochidzuki Aki, who was suffering from 
gangrene, The patient, learning this, grew 
nervous, and, died on the 16th inst. Acting 
on information, the police are instituting in- 
quiries into the matier. (Rumour has it «that 
Mochidzuka Aki was taking advantage of the 
superstitious beliefs of the patient to extort 
from her a large sum of money. 


' In connection with the revelations as:to the 
superstitious beliefs entertained amongst a cer- 


terday's issue, it is now reported that Kurihara 
Fuji, the consumptive: patient, had a belief 
that the human brain possessed a. singularly

salaries and they are not Joyal to the Empire 
and that if such views be allowed to exist and 
anti-Chinese views prevail, it will cause great 
danger to the Empire, .heir Majesties, upon. 
reading this memorial, were greatly impressed 
‘and decided ‘to issue an Imperial Decree pro- ' 
mising to have constitutional government. 

These three memorials will first be placed 
before the conference in the presence. ‘ 

Yuan Stih-kai also upholds the view that it 
is importint to have constitutional government 
in China which should be promised by ao Im- 
perial Decree but no date should be fixed as it

The text of the Hill to regulate the trade in 
morphine, introduced into the Legislative 
Council yesterday, is as follows :— 

A Bill entitled an Ordinance to amend The 
Prepared Opium Ordinance, 1891. * 

” Be it enacted by the Governor of Hongkong, 
with the advice and consent of the Legislative 
Council thereof, as follows:— ‘ 

1, This Ordinance may be cited as The 
Mrepared Opium Amendment Ordinance, 1906, 
band shall be read: and construed as one with 
The Prepared Opium Ordinance, 

2. Section 2: of the Principal’ Ordinance 
shall be amended by the addition of the follow- 
ing definitioas :— . 

“The expression compound of opium" 
means any substance, not coming within the 
above definition af prepared opium, which 
Contains opium, or any constituent or alkaloid, 
thereof, however the original form of such 
opium. may have been altered, : 

“Morphine” includes morphia and all salts 
.of morphine and any solution or prepatation 
containing morphine.” ; 

‘3. The proviso to section to'of the Principal 
Ordinance is hereby repeuled and the following 
Substituted therefor:— st. sg 

“Provided that no trader in opium shall be 
prevented from domd fide: testing samples of 
opium obtained in accordance with the pro- 
visions of any Ordinance for the time being in 
forcerelating toraw opium and Keeping the same 
forthe purpose of ‘his trade, The burden of 
Proof whereof shall in cach case be upon any 
person alleging the same in his defence."

t2d, C1.) It shall’be lawful for the Governor. 
in-Council to grant licences to such persons as 
he may think fit in such numbers as he may 
deem suitable and on such conditions as he 
may consider proper for importing fur sale or 
use within the Colony, preparing, manufactur- 
ing, or dealing in morphine and compounds of 
Opium, and any person so importing, manu- 
facturiog, or dealing in morphine or any com- 
pound of bpium without such licence shall be 
guilty of an‘offence against this Ordinance.

total ‘adopted by Erckmann and Kohils, 
8,000,000 and 6,500,000 respectively,‘ exceed 
some enumerations and are greatly exceeded 
by others, But by extensive personal obser- 
vations, by a study of the personal observations 
of other travellers and by judicious inquiries 
among the Moors themselves Capt. Larras has 
arrived at results which he considers to ap- 
proximate more closely to the truth than it-has 
been possible for earlier estimates to do. | 

He, distingsishes between three regions, of 
Morocca: Atlantic. Morocco, from Tangier 
to Mogador; the Atlas-Riff country, with 
which is included the valley of the Muluya, 
draining into the Mediterranean,‘fnd the.

The laws of tresp ss in this Colony are 
indeed ‘curious and at times annoying, For’ 
instance, a man found wandering on “ Crown 
Jand” and’ being unable to produce a pel- 
mit showing why he is’ there can be pro- 
secuted and severely dealt with by .a 
magistrate, On the other‘hand a man found 
wandering on “ privite Jand,” notwithstanding 
there is a'signio the effect that “ Trespassers 
will be prosecuted,” is committing no offence 
within the meaning of the Jaw, But there 
isa remedy far those individuals on whose 
grounds appear the sign “ Trespassers will 
be prosecuted.” The remedy was given by 
Mr. F. A. Sarelaod, at tre Police Court, this 
morming, when a barber and a stonecutter 
were charged before him with trespassing on 
the grounds of the Milling Cosspapy, at Tseung 
Kwan O, yesterday. His Wors'lia conteaded 
that [respassing on. private grounds was no 
offence according to Ae Ordinance, and that- 
the sign “ Trespassers will be prosecuted ” 
meant nothing, so it is a mere farce. The only 
remedy land-owners had for such cases was 
to put them out,” at the same lime taking care 
that unnecessary vio'ence was avoided. He 
then discharged the defendants, and gave in- 
structions to Inspector Langley to inform Mr. 
Rennie of his decision and the remedy.

The society which call-d 
the meeting conside ed that the refusal was a 
gross breach of privilege and when the general 
protest was disregarded, the people tried to 
force their way into the Park, with the result 
that sltimately over a hundred people were | 
‘killed and four hundred injured,
